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THE RETURN OF WHII'TEMORE.
Burricient returns bave been received from
the special election in the Firat Congressional
district of South (arolina to render the ra-
furn of the notorious Whittemore certuin by
B decided majority. We need not recapitu-
late in detail the story of his shame, Worse
than a defaulter in Massaclssetis, before
he donned the sacred robes; move than dis-
trusted for dishonesty as chapluin of a regi-
ment; charged circnmstantially with defrand-
ing the freedmen in variouvs way« elecied to
Congress from a distriot where colored men
of the most ignorant class largely predomi-
nate; bartering his eadetships openly and
shamelessly in the market; and, fiually, flee-
ing the House to escape an almost nuanimons
expulsion, he now returns to the same [Hoase
that drove him out ns a moral leper, with the
broad seal of the State ef South Carolina
attesting his right to represent the First dis-
trict of that Commonwealth in the popular
branch of onr National Tsegiglature,

In a fow days he will again appear at the
bar of the House aund ask to be sworn sasa
membeor. Will ke be admitted ? The nation,
profoundly sensitive respecting the hall
developed corruption which seems to parvads
our supreme law-making power, wili wateh the
nction of the Homse with much solicitude.
The case is without precedent in our history.
Members have bheretofore resigned under
resolutions of censure and been returned and
sworn unchallenged, but in no instance, we
believe, has a member of Congress been ex-
polled or compelled to resign to escape ex-
pulsion for venality, and subseqnently
returned to colaim a seat. Mr., Matieson,
of New York, was censured by a strong
vote some years ago for alleged corruption
and them compelled to resign; but a
resolution of expulsion had faled to com-
mand the constitutional msjority in his case,
and his legal right to his seal was nnques-
tioned. At the time of his resignation he
had already been re-elected to the succeeding
Congress, and when the new term com-
menced he resumed his place. The propriely
of allowing him to serve without some notice
of the disgrace he had brought upon the pre-
vious Congress was freely discnssed in the
public journals, and was the subject of re.
peated consultations between some of the
leading members of the House. But it is due
fo Mr. Matteson to say that he stoutly dis-
puted all the allegatiens of corruption, and
claimed that his explanations clearsd him of
all moral turpitude in the matter,

Itis clear that the Honse has the logal
right to protect itself from the presence of
any improper person. It is the sole judge of
the qualification of its own members, and it
is morally bound to refuse admission to a
man who has notoriously and corruptly abused
his official privileges and brought infamy
upon himself and the oountry. We submut,
therefore, that when Mr. Whittemore's cre-
dentials are presented for readmission, it is
the duty of the Homse to rejeot him and de-
clare the seat vacant because the proposed in-
cumbent is utterly unworthy, and his admis-
sion would be a blistering stain upon our na-
tional character.

Mr. Whittemore's re-election is but a part
of the grand scheme of a pack of the most
nnscrupulous adventnrers to maintain power
in BSouth OCarolina. Of the four districts
in that BState, two elected Ilepublicans
«—Whittemore and Bowen; and the other
two districts elected Simpson wnd Reed, De-
moerats, by about 4000 each. Of the two
Republicans, Mr, Whittemore is sadly noto-
rious, and the antecedents «f his Republican
colleague are anything else than creditable,
Am adventurer and camp-follower in the
Rebelarmy, and more than once arraigned for
grime before the Rebel military authorities,
hoe naturally cast his lot with the swarm
of vampires who have fastened upon that
Btate, in desecration of the name of Repub.
licanism, and are eating out its vitals and
making reconstruction a term of reproach
among all upright men. In the two districts
which give very large Democratic majorities
the members elected were not eligible, and
the minority candidates have both becn
gworn in in defiance of the popular will ex-
prossed against thew in unmistakable tones,
We need not say that the men, Messrs. Hoge
and Wallace, who eonsent to sit in Congress in
pontempt of the decision of the election

fuse them. Governor Beott is a canlidate
for re-election mnext fall, and he dare not
break a link in the circle of Swiss merce.-
naries who now ocontrol the State Ly appeals
to the passions and prejudices of the igno-
zant, and by the official patronage they con-
mand, They profess to purchase homes for
the homeless freedmen, issue the Lonls of
the Blate to pay for lands, and then what
they fail to plunder directly from tho State
they plunder from the negro. The re-eleation
of Whittemore is but the act of despiration
of these men to perpetuste their power, and
our National Legislature is presented with a
hypocrite and renegade to save a junto of
petty thieves in their unessy and unocertain

positions at howe.
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The Repabliean parly must wash its hands
of thesa political abortions called State offi-
oinls in the reconstructed Btates, or it must
conse to rule ina single commonwealth of the
Soulh.

THE INCOME TAX AND THE TAX
ON TEA AND COFFEE.

Tar House of Ropresentatives is still en-
paged in the discussion of the voluminous
bills for the reduction of taxation, and after
a vigorous debato on the income tax yester-
day, an understanding was established that a
vole is to be taken on that subject to-day.
If the Republican Congressmen wish to be
renominated andre-elected they must speedily
bring tkese protracted lahors to a satisfactory
conclusion. If thoy fail to reduce the bur-
dens of the people the country will hold them
to a rigid regponsibility. They have no right
to inpose or retain taxcs which are unneces-
sary, aud if they voluntarily play the part of
cruel and exacting taskmasters they will be

rightcously doomed to disgrace and defeat,
The propriety of a reduction of taxation

cel guestion is what objects shall be selected
for this exemwption and reduction. The pre-
vailing tendeney appears to be to distribute
these reductions over huudreds of articles or
objects: but this policy is, we believe, under
present circumstances, radically erroneons,
The public want sweeping and palpable reduc-
tions which every man can feel and under-
stand, and we know of no objects which can
be more appropriately selected for this pur-
pose than the income tax and the duty on tea
and coffaoe,

The rovenue derived from these sources is
about equivalent to the amount that cen now
Le eafelv spared by the Government, approxi-
mating fifty millions of dollars annually;
and we do not believe that any other three
important objects of taxation can be pointed
out which yield a sum appronching so nearly
to the proposed diminuation of Treasury
receipts. They are also regarded, in popular
apprehension, as proper subjects only for war
taxes, and a powerful reason for their repeal
is furnished by this fact. If Congress abo-
lishes the income tax, it will please business
classes and the rich; and if the duty on
tea and coffee is taken off, relief will
be granfed to every household, and every
poor man who muiniains a family can at once
dewsand a sensible reduction in two indis-
pensable items of his grocer's bill. As tea
and ocoffee are furnished exclusively by
foreign countries, no American industry can
be depressed by an abolition of the duty on
t.ose srticles, and while the whole people,
rich end poer, would be relieved, no man
would be injured. The attempt of Great
Dritain to impose a tax on tea precipitated
the Revolution. During the Mexican war a
duty was levied temporarily on tea
ad coffoe a8 & WAr  Heasure,
Lut these duties were abrogated when
peace was restored; and custom as well
a8 plain common sense give pre-eminent
force to the claims of these articles for ex.
emption from taxation in times of peace.
The iucowe tax, by its express terms, stands
on the same footing. If Congressmen wish
to doan act at once statesmanlike, simple,
and populer, let them cease muddling their
brains over tax and tariff bills a hundred
pages long, which elicit interminable debates
exbaustive of the patience of the country.
Let then: strike off at once the recognized
war taxes which we have pointed out, and
postpene details to a more convenient season,
Let them respect the wishes, interests, pre-
judices, and cunstoms of the people, and
grant relief in the way that justice and policy
su vicarly dictate,

THE TROUBLE IN LIBERIA.

A cavig despatch by way of London informs
us that a serious troable has broken outin
Liberia, the canse of which is attributed to
tha sppointment bythe President of a certain
unpopular official at Caps Palmas, The péo-
ple of that pluce are represented as being
very much excited on the subject, and as
throatening to secede from the republic if the
sppolutment is confirmed. We have received
fiom an intelligent citizen of Liberia an ex-
planation of this dificulty, which will be of
interest to our readers,

The present occupent of the Presidential
chair, Mr. Fdward J. Roye, belongs to the
cepservalive party, and although he is a man
of consideralle wealth and influence, he is
extreme'y unpopular with a grest many of
tLe people becanse of his lack of public spirit,
und because he has done nothing whatever
for the development of the interests of the
country. A large portion of his wealth is
invested abroad, and he neither improves
lundl, builds houses, por aids in any public im-
provements, Three times before he was o
candidate for the Presidency, and e was only
¢lected finally by a very small majority —less
| then twenty. The territory mbout Cape
Pelmas was purchased Ly the Colonization
Sovioty of Maryland, and was the last to be

being nniversally recognized, the only practi- |
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annexed to the republic. Ii is ealled the |
Btate of Maryland, and its people are mostly
liberals, who beliove in poshing forward all
manner of improvements, and in extending
the influsnoes of civilization among the neigh- |
boring native tribes. Many of them are |
bitterly opposed to Mr. Roye, and, according
to our informant, their threat of secession is
rather to force him to adopt a more liberal |
polioy, than with any idea of actnally
withdrawing from the confederacy. Of courss
such a piece of politieal maneavring is nol
to be defended, and it would be much more
ereditable if some other method were adopted i
to produce a pressure on the Prosident. In |
this country the affairs of the republic ot
Liberia excite a deep interest, because it is |
hoped that by its means the whols conlinent
of Africa may be Christianized and civilized,
and any serious politionl distarbance wonld
be made use of by the enemies of the colored
race to prove their incapacity for sell-gov-
ernment. It is to be hoped, therefore, that
the people of Cape Palmas will not make even
a pretense of secession, but devote them-
selves {o pushing forward the interests of
the country rather than injuring them by ex-
citing a disturbance that can searcely have

other than a bad effect.

IS CORRUPTION 70 LEAD REPUB.
LICANISM?

Wz copy in enother column an editorjal
article from the Pittsburg Commereial on the
managemont of the coming eampaign in this
State. The Commercinl is the most widely
circulated and imfluential Republican paper
in Western Pennsylvanin, and the plain !
warning given is singularly significant of the
probable fate of the Republican party in this
State if it be surrendered to the leadership
of Cameron, as now scems probable, As no
Republican State Convention will be held this
year, no new Btate Committee can be ap-
puinted, and it is evidently intended by the
trick of a Congressional conclave to foist
Cameron into the management of the party.
This has been adroitly arranged by Oameron
to enable him to control the Senatorial and
legislative nominations with the view of his
re-election to the United States Senate. With
